During the last week of August, 1984, Tom Adair, Scouting Coordinator 
for Mountain Chápe 1 United Methodist Church, contacted this office 
and discussed a complaint that he had received through the Scoutmaster 
from one set of parents in the troop* The attached "Exhibit A" is 
the statement received from Mr* Adair registering this situation. 

Mr- Adair and other adults in the Troop Committee and the Scoutmaster 
asked for and received Mr. Partain' s resignation (not in writing) - 
The Scoutmaster met with the parents (which did not press any charges) , 
and they seemed to be satisfied with the Scoutmaster * s expianation 
that Partain had resigned. 

At this point, we ha ve not been able to receive written, signed state- 
ments from anyone else regarding the raatter, and the Troop Cornníittee 
feeis that matters should be dropped- 

At this time, I am recommending by "Conf idential Record Sheet - 
Appendix B" that RicJcy Carl Partain not be aliowed to register in the 
Boy Scouts of America in a ny capacity. We will continue to monitor 
his activities and that of ^^^^ MSťS^Sl age 1 5, who i^currently regis- 
tered as a member of Troop 69* IÍ^^S§^Ž^^fejB^ s *-^e referred
